He does a steady an d reg u­ 
lar vig il aroun d the pest house all 
n ig ht an d con stan tly complain s that 
boy s are try in g to break thron g h the 
lin es.

Wain wrig ht 
came on duty .

win dow he heard 
Fred Herdspath declare he was g o­ 
in g to break throug h the lin es last 
n ig ht an d that he was tired of bein g 
held there an d n ot permitted to see 
his wife an d babies.

In fact, it is extremely d oubtful 
whether an ythin g half so vitriolic ever 
has been heard in In d ian a legislative 
halls. 
His castigation of former Gov­ 
ern or Han ly caused the members of 
the sen ate an d a big crowd of on look­ 
ers to gasp with amazemen t.

slipped iiito the cen ter of the limelight 
so quietly that he was hurlin g his 
d arts at Han ly before the sen ate fairly 
had a chan ce to catch its breath.

speech was an un usual effort of its 
kin d . 
Bran d in g at the outset Sen ator 
M attin gly's motion to strike out the 
en actin g clause as the same thin g as 
a blow of a coward ly assassin d eliv­ 
ered in the d arkn ess, Durre then as­ 
serted that sen ators should n ot have 
their jud gmen t warped by a “political 
pirate, who, like Captain Kid d , would 
scuttle an d sin k his own ship.”

ed that everyon e kn ew who he mean t. 
He said that the legislature should 
n ot stan d for the d ictation of a man 
who would make a “I hate” speech, 
mean in g by his referen ce Han ly’s fa­ 
mous tem peran ce speech at the last 
state con ven tion , which caused his 
party to stan d for local option . Durre 
then warmed up by assertin g that the 
legislature should n ot be d ictated to 
by a man govern ed by bate; by a man 
govern ed by the spirit of primative 
man ; by a man who was actuated by 
the same spirit that caused people 
d urin g the horrible Fren ch Revolution 
to gloat over head s cut off by the guil­ 
lotin e; by a man possessed of a spirit 
that in vests the soul of the savage 
with the d esire to sin k his fan gs in to 
human flesh. Durre mad e it plain that 
his party should cut loose from Han ­ 
ly’s in fluen ce. 
He argued for strict 
regulation of saloon s an d high licen se.

J. L. Peetz, chief of the bureau of

It provid es for a chief to be 
elected for a term of four years, where 
the presen t law provid es for the elec­ 
tion of a chief every two years.

chief of the proposed reorgan ized bu­ 
reau shall have all the powers n ow d el­ 
egated to the various d epartm en ts in 
the collection of statistics.

the chief’s salary $ 3,000 a year.
